OVERTURES FOR PEACE } 


Continued from First Page. 


Emperor Charles kept control of his 
nerves for three weeks longer, many 
things would bave turned out differ- 
ently. But Andrassy—as he himaelf 
admitted—had ‘been negotiating for a 
long time in Switzerland, behind our 
backs, with the entente. Thus Em- 
peror Charles believed that he would 
assure himself of good treatment at 
the hands of the entente, 

After our failure of August 8, Gen- 
eral Ludendorff had declared that he 
could no longer guarantee a military 
victory. Therefore, the preparation 
of peace negotiations was necessary 
Since diplomacy had not succeeded in 
initiating any promising negotiations 
and the military situation had become 
even worse in the meantime, on ac- 
count of revolutionary agitation. u- 
dendorff, on the 29th of September, 
demanded that preparations be made 
for an armistice instead of for peace 
negotiations. 


Movement for 
Abdication. 


At this critical time a_ strong 
movement began at home in favor ot 
setting up a new government for the 
now necessary termination of _ the 
war. I could not ignore this move- 
ment, since the old government, dur- 
ing the seven weeks from August 8, 
to the end of September, had not 
managed to initiate peace negotiations 
offering any hope of success, 

Meanwhile, General von Gallwitz 
and General von Mudra summoned 
from the front, appeared before: me. 

ey gave a picture of the inner sit- 
uation of the army, laying due em- 
phasig upon the great number of 
shirkers behind the front, the frequency 
of insubordination, the displaying of 
the red flag upon trains filled with 
soldiers rgturning from furloughs at 
home and other similar phenomena. 

The two generals considered that 
the principal cause of the bad condi 
tiong was to be sought in the unfa 
vorable influence exerted upon the 
soldiers by the spirit predominating 
behind the front and in the genera! 
desize for ending the fighting and get- 
ting peace, which was spreading froin 
the homeland along the lines of com- 
munication behind the frent and was 
already ming noticeable even 
among some of the troops at the front 
itself. The generals advanced the 
opinion that owing to these reasons. 
the army must immediately be with- 
ve behind the Antwerp-Meuse 
ine. 

On the same day IY commanded 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg by tele- 
phone to effeet as soon as possible 
the retreat to the Antwerp-Meuse line. 
The falling back of the tired, but no- 
where decisively beaten army, to this 
position merely signified occupying 
an essentially shorter line, possessing 
far greater natural advantages. It 
was not yet completed, to be sure, 
but the fact was to be borne in mind 
that we had engaged in battle on the 
Somme while occupying positions com- 
posed largely of shell creaters. What 
we had to do was to regain operative 
freedom, which, to my way of_think- 
ing, was by no means impossible; in 
the course of the war, had we not 
often retreated in order to put our- 
selves in a situation that was more 
ativantageous from the military point 
of view? 

The army, to be sure, was no longer 
the old army. The new 1918 troops 
particularly were badly tainted with 
revolutionary propaganda ande often 
took advantage of the darkness at 
night to sneak away from the firing 
and yanish to the rear. 

But -the majority of my divisions 
fought flawlessly to the very end and 
preserved their discipline and  mili- 
tary spirit. Te the very end they 
were always a match for the foe in 
mora@is; despite superiority in num- 
rs, cannon, munitions, tanks and 
airplanes, the foe invariably succumb- 
ed when he ran up against serious 
resistance, Therefore, the  associ- 
ations of our ex-fighters at the front 
are right in hearing upon their ban- 
ners the motto; “Unbeaten on land 
and sea!” — 

Says Army 

Was Still Strong. 


The achievements of the German 
fighter at the front and of the German 
nation in arms, during four and a 
half years of war, are beyond all 
praise. One does not know. what to 
admire most; the enthusiasm with 
which the magnificent youth of 1914, 
without waiting for our artillery fire 
to take effect, joyfully charged on the 
enemy, or the self-sacrificing fidelity 
to duty and tenacity with which our 
men ‘in field-gray, sparingly fed and 
seldom relieved, year in, year out, dig- 
ging by night, living in dugouts and 
earth-holes by. day, or crouching in 
shell-holes, defied the hail of steel 
from the enemy artillery, flyers and 
tanks. And this army, which one 
might have expected was to be rated 
as utterly fought to a finish, wag able. 
after nearly four years of war, to 
carry out successful offensive oper- 
ations such as our foés could nowhere 
boast of, despite their colossal super- 
fority. es, 

In spite of all this, it was not right 
to believe the German army capable of 
accomplishing the superhuman: it was 
necessary for us to back, in order 
to get breath.

The methods employed generally 
in modern surgery and many of 
those employed by up-to-date physi- 
cians in the treatment of human 
diseases, were developed and their 
efficacy established by and through 
the -practice of vivisection. 

And Dr. Keen told his audience 
that ‘animal experimentation has 
reduced the mortality of women in 
childbirth from 5 in 100 to 1 in 
1,250 or more,” according to a re- 
port of his address that appeared in 
The Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

Those opposed to vivisection are 
not without cogent argument to sup- 
port their position, and their appeal 
necessarily is exclusively to humane 
sentiment—than which there is 
nothing more noble or commend- 
able. 

But so long as vivisection is prac- 
ticed in a humane way—as it can be, 
and generally is, with the aid of 
anaesthesia—there is, from the 
practicable point of view, at least, 
littie about it that is objectionable. 

When the benefit to mankind that 
has resulted from it is balanced 
against the suffering that it causes 
the “preponderance of evidence” 
undoubtedly is on the side of its 
continuance. 


DISARMAMENT AT HOME. 


Hardly a day passes in Georgia 
without its quota of killings—and 
other states are about as bad. 

An issue of an Atlanta newspaper 
that does not contain from one to 
half a dozen state news reports of 
personal encounters or bloody as- 
saults in which deadly weapons are 
employed is rare. 

The day-by-day record of murder 
and assault in America is unequaled, 
according to reliable information, by 


-that of any other civilized country 


in the world. 

Judging from the rate at which 
people are being shot down, cut and 
stabbed, human life is held in greater 
respect and esteem in pagan lands 
and in many of the so-called barba- 
rian states than it is here. 

The main reason for this lies in 
the laxity of American laws, and of 
American law-enforcement, with re- 
gard to the carrying of deadly weap- 
ons concealed on the person. 

It seems that any man or woman 
who wants to is permtited to go 
armed and equipped to do murder 
at will. 

This situation is not peculiar to 
Atlanta; it extsts in every other im- 
portant city in Georgia, and almost 
everywhere in the United States. 

It is not to be wondered at that 
the newspapers of all sections of the 
country are demanding the enact- 
ment of a nation-wide uniform anti- 
pistol law. 

A senate bill contemplating such 
a law has been prepared for intro- 
duction by Senator Capper, of Kan- 
sas, and an effort will be made to 
bring about its enactment during the 
next session.

“Dealers are not permitted to dis- 
play pistols or revolvers, or imita- 
tions thereof, where they can be 
seen from the outside of the store. 

“Possession of a pocket firearm by 
a person committing or attempting 
to commit a felony, will be regarded 
as prima facie evidence of criminal 
‘intent, and is punishable by five 
years’ extra imprisonment, 

“Heavy penalties are prescribed 
for second and third offenders. 
Fourth offenders may be sentenced 
to:Hfe imprisonments 

“Aliens and persons whe have 
been convicted of a felony are pot 
permitted to possess a pistol or re- 
volver.”

eration ago. The use of the broncho- 
scope, however, is a rather serious 
expedient resorted to in grave or 
desperate cases and requiring excep- 
tional skill on the part of the doctor. 
If we had a_ bronchoscope, we 
should hear much less of “bronchitis” 
ané@ “bronchial trouble,’ for with 
such a diagnostic aid universally 
available, it would soon become ap- 
parent to everyone that all that pro- 
duces cough and soreness or pain in 
the chest is not bronchitis by any 
means. Indeed, the doctor’ with 
his naked stethoscope or his lightly 
clothed ear listens for wee fine 
whistling or wheezing and hears such 
music before he can positively deter- 
mine that the patient has bronchitis. 
A good half of all the cises of alleged 
bronchitis or “bronchial trouble” have 
never uttered a single wheeze and are 
incorrectly diagnosed, whether by the 
patient himself or by a doctor who 
uses intuition or second sight rather 
than ask the patient to bare the chest 
to the waist for examination. 


Acute bronchitis is a very grave 
illness in the elderly or the _ very 
young, though seldom fatal in vigorous 
adults, It is often the sequel of 
coryza, unfortunately well-known 4s 
“cold in the head,” but no more at- 
tributable to cold or exposure in that 
sense than diphtheria is. Sometimes 
acute bronchitis prevails as an epil- 
demic independent of influenza or 
other specific, respiratory infection. 
But in most ¢ases it is a complication 
or a feature or a sequel of some spe- 
cific infectious disease such as meas- 
les, whooping cough, typhoid fever, 
malaria, or tuberculosis. Persons 
much exposed to “inclement” weather 
‘and to clement, are much less subject 
to bronchitis than those who are care- 
fully kept indoors or who take ex- 
travagant precautions to “protect 
themselves from the weather. | To 
think of acute bronchitis as a “cold 
settled on the chest,” as our benight- 
ed ancestors did, is a childish habit 
which folks ought to outgrow, like 
fearing the dark. ‘ :

Answer—Whether tonsils have any 
physiological function in infancy or 
childhood-is in the realm of conjec- 
ture, since. no one can define the fune- 
tion except in theory. Certainly when 
the tonsils become diseased or infect- 
ed they are a menace to the child’s 
well being and, even if normal tonsils 
have a function, diseased tonsilS can 
scarcely perform a good function. So 
the sensible thing is to have them re- 
moved, if possible, before the child’s 
health is too seriously impaired. 

Lip Stick and Rouge. 

Kindly advise me whether the con- 
stant use of lip stick and lip rouge 
brings any form of mouth disease.

Answer—The habitual application 
of such chemicals and dyes irritates 
the mucous membrane and in time pro- 
duces chronic inflammation of the lips 
in some instances.

Girls Are Freed 
By Court Ruling

It has been the custom for geisha 
masters” to gelect comely girls and 
enter into long term contracts with 
their parents fgr periods of five to 
seven years, agreeing on a sum which 
the girl's education and keep would 
cost. The average price is $1,000 and 
in order to escape from servitude it 
has been necessary for a geisha to 
pay the difference between her earn- 
ings at the time of release and the 
price determined. 


Will Be Changed. 

But all this will be changed under 
a decision of the appellate court at 
Osaka reported by the cables, and in 
the future when a pretty little geisha 
girl wants to don the kimono of a 
wife, she can do so at once, without 
Waiting until her term is up. The 
Japanese court ruling freed the girls 
from obligations contracted for them 
by their parents.

ture participation of Japanese women 
in national affairs. 

t the practical emancipation of 
,000 wemen, he said, could not fail 
to exert a tremendous effect in the 
life of Japanese women. 

“Home life in Japan is different 
from that in this or other countries,” 
the consul said. “The priyate homes 
are not so arranged that foreign 
guests or guests from other parts of 
Japan can be entertained there. The 
master must arrange the entertain- 
ment for such guests at a restaurant 
or tea house. As part of this enter- 
tainment he will engage geisha girls 
to please his guests for two or three. 
hours. His wife does not enter into 
this at all; she is not the sort of host- 
ese’ we have in this country. 

Girls Are Moral. 

“The apprentice geishas are taught 
by their masters to sing, dance, ar- 
range flowers, conversation, etiquette 
—everything, in fact, that will make 
m very leasing entertainers, 

“The girls in this: profession are 
moral, though in some of the lesser 
groups their practices may not be up 
to the standards maintained by the 
higher class geishas. But they are 
moral women and must not be classed 
with the girl of the yoshiwara, who 
is bound by police regulations to re- 
main within the prescribeqd area—un- 
less she is ‘bought out’ by a man. The 
yoshiwara girl also enters her pro- 
fession on contract. Whether this de- 
cision will also affect this class of 
girl, I am _ not prepared to state.”

at Fair 


._ Do you love babies? If so, there 
ts one living exhibit at the Southeast- 
ern fair this week which will hold 
you and charm you even if fine paint- 
ings, fine cattle or poultry, horse 
races or the amusements of the mid- 
way fail. 

The annual Better Babies contest 
is going on in the Liberal Arts build- 
ing, where doctors and nurses, in a 
glass-enclosed booth which shuts out 
draughts and possibly germs and the 
too-close contact of an admiring pub- 
lic, test and measure every baby that 
is brought before them and hand its 
mother a report on its physical condi- 
tion and how it compares with che 
standard of perfection. 

This work, as many mothers have 
come to know now, is not just to 
make the mother feel that her baby is 
finer than anybody else’s baby, but 
it is actually one of the most cirect 
and serviceable educational features 
of the peace-time program of the Red 
Cross. ' 

Its main purpose is to show moth- 
ers not how nearly perfect their chil- 
dven are, but in what respect they 
vary from the standard of health and 
thus point the way to correction of 
hatever fault may exist. A baby 
which is not exactly sick and there- 
fore has no apparent need for a doc- 
tor’s care, may have some error of 
posture, or it may be underweight or 
overweight. There are many defects, 
not evident except to the health or 
medical expert, which may lead to 
sfickness unless corrected in time 


Therefore this public health work of 
the Red Cross at the Southeastern 
fair. 

Any mother, every mother, may 
take her’ child there and receive the 
Same attention as every other moth- 
er. Atlanta’s leading specialists in 
children’s diseases are giving their
